F A Letter which Monſieur Deſaignieres Conſtatfe of 
France hath ſent to the King his Maſter to per- 
ſwade himbypregnant reaſons to make peace with 
the Rechellers,and the other Proteſtants which liue 
in his Dominions,and ro ihew how neceſlarieit is 
that the King of France enter in League with the 
Proteſtants and other Potentites; Princes and 
| States of Chriſtendome to make warre againſt | 
| Spaine, to hinder the King of Spaine from the V- 
nivcrſall Monarchie to which heeaſpircth. 


SIR, 

He Baron of Copet hauing informed 
| l me few dayes agocof the preſent ſtate 
| of the affaires of Rochel, and Ar/ens 
| the Extraordinary Embaſſadour which the 
Statcs haue ſent to your Maicſty , hauing ad- 
dedto it the diſpatch which I ſend with this 
| reſent,l haue thought my ſelfe bound,both 

by reaſon of the importanceof the matter, & 
mregard of the affection which I haue had 
| alwaycs to the good of your ſcruice, to ſup- 
plicatcand beſcech your Maieſly , that you 
| will bc pleaſcd to find goodthar | ſhew ynto 
you, with all the reſpect 1 can, that although 
the obſtinacie of this people 18 exceſT1ue, & 
that it ſermerh that nothing can beadded to 
their hardneiſe, your prudence may never-

theleTe keepe backe the effects of the reſolu- 


tions, which a juſt anger hath made you ro 
rake,and make you to deferre them till an o- 


ther occaſion, ro ſhew the diſpleaſure and 
diſcontentment which you haue conceived 
apainſt them:for 1 aſſure you that t is as true 
as the light (hincth, that if your Majeſty will 
ſuffer diſſention to grow 1n your State, that 
he gwueth the game wonne to the Spaniards, 
and opcncth vnto them the gate to the Vni- 
uerſa!l Monarchie, It 1s you Sir that can hin- 
der them from comming to it, and this ſame 
reaſon moueth all other powers of Chriſten- 
dome to relie vpon yours: without the ayde 
which they hauc, and expect from you 1n this 
occaſion, all their reſiſtance 1s in vaine, And 
if according to the ayme and ſcope of this 
common Encmy, the domeſticke occupati- 
on divert you from it, they ſhall be m danger 
to carry the yoke which they ſhun,and your 
Majeſties ſelfe {hall put your Srate in ha- 
zard to fall into great inconueniences. I write 
not this to excuſe them in any manner, 
whoſe diſobeiſance hath made them guilric, 
and for aſmuch as concerneth the Rochelers, 
[leaue not to condenane them withall the 
Ti- 
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rigours of the World : For itis certaine that 
they haue commited acrime, of which after 
your Majeſty,God hath reſcrucd the venge- 
ance vnto himſelfe, Forl hold Sir,that they 
ought to acknowledge you abſolutcly , and 
with an obeyſance without any condition,&c 
that they are bound to doe vnto you all en- 
deuours of good, and faithfull ſubje&ts, But 
it is likewiſe certain,that as you are one of the 
wiſeft Kings of the World » you may vſe 
in this matter your Royall prudence, and 
practiſe this neceſſary courſe, which ſeemcth 
to bee a partof the Royall Functions. Now 
foraſmuch asconcerneth your ſtate,tokindle 
the warre in the ſame, 15 to open the gate vn- 
to the Spanizrds, and (| beſeech you Sir) 
doubt not that they labour with all their 
owerto increaſe it. The like cauſes haue in 

| "ha times brought it into ſuch confuſions 
that the cnd of them hath hardly beene ſcene 
after the expiration of fifry yeeres: The ſame 
hath at other times cauſed ul the diſorders & 
miſchiefes,which could nototherwile be re- 
medicd then bythe valor of the late kingyour 
Father. I doubt not but that amongſt them 
which haue the honour . to.come nccre to

your Majeſty, there arc ſome which will la- 


our to makeſuſpect the aduice and couaſlell 
which I giue, and will meramorphole my 
ſinceritieinto aſecret ſupport of the Rebels. 
Buti gtuethankes vato God, that your Ma- 
jeſtie will not bee carricd away with falſc 1m- 
preflions, which others will conceiue to the 
prejudice of your Majeſties loyall ſeruants. 
Therimeit felfe juſtifierh enough chat my 
counſels haueno other ſcope then your Ma- 
jeſties ſeruice, But neither that which may 
bee ſaid to diſguiſcand diſgrace my faichfull 
mtentions, nor that which may bee inucated 
by 1ll minded perſons , who labour to make 
me vnprofitable and vnſeruiceable , {hall ne- 
uer bee ablcto hinder mee from gwuing your 
Majeſtie ro ynderſtand (as 1 am bound) m 
true mind : And 1 ſhall not leauc toprote 
(ro diſcharge my conſcience)that ſuch as wall 
counſel your Majelty to beare armes againſt 
Rochell, and to kindle the warre, which wall 
[ſhortly become agenerall warre, doe neither 
well counſell, orſerue your Majeſty.For al- 
though it is belicued, that it will comenet- 
ther in Laneaedocknor 1n Guenne,the contra- 
ry is already leene.

Maieſty knoweth that which 1s. done in one 
of thoſe Prouinces : In anothey occaſion if 
they doe not mend theroſclues, you [hall al-

{hall come ro the acknowledgement of their 
cndeuours, Moreover, | may ſay that your 
Maieſty hauipg atchieued with glory the af- 
faires of Italy, you may trumph ar ene time 
ouer two enemies; namely, ki L omeſticke 
and Forreine, in lieu that if you will rather 
expell the other, then ſubdue theſe, you {hall 
loſe the preſent aduantages which neuer had 
any of all the Kings your Predeceſſcurs, It 
may pleaſe your Maicſty to pardon me, and 
to attribute the freedome of my diſccurſeto 
t he aff: tion which 1 beare to your Maicſty.

[1. And todoethis conueniently, & with 
more ſecurity, and that the goods of Spaine =

Thatthey ſhall haue leaueto arme,8& 
fer forth vnderthe ſame name & title of Ad- 
miralry, in the firſt beginning of it,thenum- 
ber of 24 men-of-warre, to ſerue them in 
the aforeſaid trading and trafficke. 

IL. In which ſhips onely fuch ſhal have 
power to lade their goods, and none elſe,as 
ſhall haue contributed torheſerting forth of 
them, and beinrolled in the Company, or 
Admiralty : with this aduantage, that the

nufactures which ſhalbe laden or imbarked
